. Albert W. Bridgewater, Mat. 
thew L. Hess, Henry W. Hinds, 
and Richard J. Kind will leave 
in September for England, un- 
der the Athlone Fellowship 
scheme. 

The plan provides for two 
years of advanced training for 
graduate engineers in universi- 
ties and engineering firms, spon- 
sored by llie British Govern- 
ment. 

The four students arc among 
forty-two Canadian engineers 
who were awarded the fellow- 
ships this year. They may work 
towards their Master'* Degree 
during their two years, and often 
stay on for a further year at 
their own expense. 

Selection Board 

The Fellows were chosen by 
a selection board which included 
two British representatives. Lo- 
cal faculty members of the va- 
rious colleges joined the board 
in an advisory capacity, but 
had no voice in the actual selec- 
tions. 

Applicants were screened by 
the board for academic excellen- 
ce and all-round ability. They 
were then interviewed and ques- 
tioned as to their reasons for 
applying and their fiiture.plans. 
Questions ranged from the. rea- 
sons for their choices of courses 
to their opinions on current In- 
. ternational affairs. 

"I have always wanted to tra- 
vel", explained Bridgewater. 
'This trip will enable me to gain 
much valuable experience, as well 
as helping me .to -gain a better 
job on my return". 

Not just prestige 

The. Fellowship is not merely 
a prestige item, said Hess. "Nor 
is it only a carefree vacation in 
Europe. It'involves.a great deal 
of study and hard work". 

Kind plans to teach,' .and the 
trip will provide him 'Xrith a 
chance to investigate the '-British 
educational system/ especially in 
the field of post-graduate stu- 
dies. 

To widen outlook 

Hinds explained '.that thé Fd- 
lowship ,wiU- belp him ^to- study 
the different culture ot England, 
and to widen lilSiOUtlook op life.

Muscular Dystrophy la- a chronic diseue 
that gradually wastes the voluntary muscles 

of the body until the body Is useless. 

The cause of this disease which strikes 
about 20,000 Canadians each year is not 
known. IVo thirds are children between the 
ages of 3 and 13. Of these few will, reach 
adolescence and almost all will . die before 
reaching maturity. 

The Muscular Dystrophy Association of 
Canada is raising money to sponsor research 
here and abroad, to finance science fellow- 
ships and to provide numerous services to 
ease the lot of M-D victims in- Canada. 

At McGill 'projects are carried on by the 
departments of Physiology, Biochemistry,- Ana- 
tomy and at the Montreal Neurological Insti- 
tute. 



Montréal, gives annual grants to the Occupa- 
tional Therapy and Rehabilitation Centre, and 
provides treatment for . u many people u 
possible who are afflicted by the disease. 



Crippled Children 



Money which. is donated (o the Quebec 
Society for Crippled Children Js used mainly 
for training of children who' are afflicted by 
such 'diseases u Polio, Multiple Sclerosis, Ce- 
rebral .Palsy, Muscular Dystrophy and Drop 
Foot Children In Montreal are. treated at the 
Montreal Children's and Ste. Justine Hospitals 
and in the summer, they are.- given the oppor- 
tunity to attend a camp at Joliette, Quebec. 

This camp, with an annual budget of over 
$330,000 is the. association's biggest expense. 
This covers the costs of doctors, trained spe- 
cialists and of over 550 children who attend 
the camp each year.

-Multiple Sclerosis is 'another disease of 
. which, no one knows the cause or cure. It is

The di- 
sease attacks young adults between the. ages 
of 20 and 40, but U sot fatal. 

The Montréal Association .for Multiple 
Sclerosis provides funds to support 'research 
in the disease at McGill and L'Université de 



The Montréal Association for the Blind 
is the béat lmown .bf btir five' dty charities. 
Its main Job is to give the blind a'chance to 
live , as /normal ji life as possible. It runs the 
only English language school for the- blind 
children in Quebec and prepares diU^n for 
further education In high schools and Univer- 
sity. 

It also runs a "sheltered shop" for the 
blind where they are able to make such items 
as brooms and chairs. Both the school and 
shop are paid for by outside donations, as the 
school receives no financial assistance from 
the government and the shop is unable -to 
pay its way. 

The association also provides for recreation 
for the blind in such sports u bowling and 
golf. 

Retarded Children 

The Montreal Association for Retarded 
Children works with children and young adults 
with LQj of between 0 and 60. Mental retarda* 
tion Is not a disease, but a condition of impair- 
ed or Incomplete medical development which 
leads to great emotional problems. Tho par* 
ènts and family of the child must understand 
the problem and learn to live with it 

The Montreal School for Retarded Children 
looks after close to 400 children and young 
adults of all religions and languages training 
them to lead as normal a life as possible.

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Basketballers have losing weekend 



The basketball Redmen^ crip- 
pled hy a sudden lack of 
depth, returned from a losing 
two-da/ excursion Into Onto- 
rio this weekend. On' Friday 
night they dropped a 72-39 
decision ' to Western, and on 
Saturday they were over- 
whelmed 99-39 by the Univer- 
sity of Waterloo.
